NEW YORK CITY - The 
first full-length Gay lib¬ 
eration film has opened 
here and has taken this 
city by storm. Rave 
reviews and capacity 
houses have made *Wora 
Is Out" a spontaneous 
success at the 300-seat 
Eastside Cinema.

26 Gay men and Lesbians 
talking about their life¬ 
styles, coming out, the 
relationship with par¬ 
ents, and their begin¬ 
nings in the Gay move¬ 
ment.

San Francisco's 
Council of Churches and 
its Board of Rabbis 
recommended that the 
Conference on Religion, 
Race and Social Concern 
co-sponsor advertise¬ 
ments calling for accept¬ 
ance of tne Gay 
lifestyle. The co-sponsor 


depe 

Conference would be the 
SF Human Rights Com¬ 
mission, which initiated 
the project. The Roman 
Catholic Archdiocese has 
not taken a position as 
B.A.R. goes to press. 

The Council has 
also ordered its Research 
Committee to write a 
position paper on Homo¬ 
sexuality that the Coun¬ 
cil members might con¬ 
sider at a future 
meeting. The extensive 
debate among Council 


members on the adver¬ 
tisements indicated a 
split on the Gay rights 
issue. Initially there was 
an 11-14 vote to table 
the issue, which failed. 
Later it passed by a 14-8 
vote with one abstaining. 

Norman Leach, 
Program Administrator 
of the Council, told 
B.A.R. that one of the 
divisions within the body 
is that some members 
support the civil rights 
of homosexuals while 
still believing that homo¬ 
sexuality itself is a sin. 
Leach explained that he 
did not believe that 
homosexuality is a sin. 

A tty. John Wahl, 
Council member and a 
director of Metropolitan 
Community Church, told 
his fellow members that 
"one of the greatest 
stumbling blocks that we 
have in communicating 
the Christian message is 
the judgmental attitude 
shown by the opposition 
to this advertisement. 
This attitude is not the 
message that Christ 

f reached as Christ called 
or the consideration of 
ALL people." Wahl 
added, This opposition is 
what drives people away 
from hearing the mes¬ 
sage of God.

S.F. Grants Gays 


Full Rights 


by Bruce Pettit 

Once the Board of 
Supervisors gives final 
passage to a new Article 
33 for the city's Police 
Code, discriminatipn 
against Gay people will 
be illegal m San Fran¬ 
cisco. That certainty 
was delayed a week after 
substantial Board action 
this week. 

Supervisor Quentin 
Kopp Monday added ten 
amendments to an ordi¬ 
nance prohibiting rejec¬ 
tions of people based 
solely on sexual orienta¬ 
tion. He said he feared 
successful judicial chal¬ 
lenge and offered the 
changes "to make sure 
the language is doing 
what it's supposed to do. 
Kopp implied his amend¬ 
ments would not have 
been necessary if the 
original drafting had 
been done by "certified 
lawyers, not law stu¬ 
dents." 

The Board rejected 
only one of Kopp's sug¬ 
gestions. His most far- 
reaching revision gave 
courts simply the option 
— not an order — to 
award punitive damages 
to aggrieved Gay per¬ 
sons. Kopp contended 
the Board had no power 
to require courts to 
award punitive damages, 
but he did not alter man¬ 
dates to award "special 
or general" damages. 


Kopp clarified that 
injunctions under the 
ordinance would be 
ordered by Superior 
Courts, but he doubted 
that the City Attorney's 
reservations had much 
merit. If it were to be 
held that cities may not 
legislate for state 
courts, only one part of 
the ordinance — and not 
its whole — would be 
invalidated, said Kopp. 

For a year Attor¬ 
ney Matt Coles and the 
San Francisco Gay 
Democratic Cluo 

promoted the bill to 
obligate more than just 
businesses which con¬ 
tract with city govern¬ 
ment — the effect of a 
1971 amendment to the 
Administrative Code, 
office seemed to confirm 
that position, but deputy 
city attorney Donald 
Garibaldi said at that 
time his office had no 
specific legislation to 
evaluate. The FEPA 
lists ten non-discrimina- 
tory categories, but, 
because sexual orienta¬ 
tion is not one of them. 
Garibaldi felt the Board 
did have power to act on 
the new category and 
passage could withstand 
legal challenge. 

In the second hour 
of debate, procedural 
questions faded and sub¬ 
stantive misgivings sur¬ 
faced. White tola of his 
constituents' calls, and

Feinstein said an 
aspect of San Francisco's 
liberalism "has been the 
encouragement of sadism 
and masochism. I think 
we all know there have 
been some 22 murders, 
at least a dozen of which 
have been a result of 
this." Feinstein wanted 
to know if, under the 
ordinance. landlords 

could still evict "S&M 
tenants." Garibaldi said 
landlords would have the 
burden of indicating 
criminal activity. 

Feinstein and Sup¬ 
ervisor Lee Dolson were 
concerned that employ¬ 
ers would be forced to 
hire persons coming to 
work in drag. Supervisor 
Bob Gonzales said that 
personal appearance — a 
non-discrimmatorv cate¬ 
gory in the first draft of 
the ordinance last fall — 
had been stricken from 
this final version. Super¬ 
visor John Molinari 


pointed out that dress 
codes are still valid 
occupational qualifica¬ 
tions. 

Supervisor Quentin 
Kopp implied that, be¬ 
cause the U.S. Constitu¬ 
tion does not explicitly 
discriminate against Gay 
people (as it once con¬ 
doned slavery, for in¬ 
stance), there is no real 
need for the legislation. 
Kopp said, "I would hope, 
should this ordinance be 
adopted, that there will 
be no rush to the court¬ 
room for the securing of 
injunctions on a whole¬ 
sale basis for the pur¬ 
poses of dramatizing and 
in effect over-reacting 
to the adoption." Kopp 
also secured a denied 
from co-sponsor Carol 
Ruth Silver that there is 
any intent in the bill for 
a Gay "affirmative ac¬ 
tion" program. 

Feinstein, empha¬ 
sizing she would vote for 
the bill because it dealt 
with "basics" like em¬ 
ployment, was particu¬ 
larly concerned about 
housing. "I believe this 
ordinance is well intend-

ed, but the first time I 
see that it isn't Til move 
for repeal . . . There is a 
need (for the Gay com¬ 
munity) to set some 
standards. Respecting 
each other's rights 
doesn't mean pushing our 
rights onto another who 
may not understand, who 
may not want to contend 
with my religion or some 
of my particular idio- 
syncracies . . . There are 
some families in the city 
who may not have the 
sophistication and depth 
of understanding." 

Supervisor Gordon 
Lau compared Gay dis¬ 
crimination with his own 
experience: "Before the 
Gays came here, before 
the Blacks came here, 
the Chinese were treated 
as the lowest form of 
life in San Francisco. 
Because I know the 
history of minorities in 
San Francisco, this is not 
truly a liberal city . . . 
-Being heterosexual we 
have a bias. We're not 
here as legislators to 
vote our sexual prefer¬ 
ences, but to vote what's 
right and wrong." 

Molinari said he 
had had similar calls to 
White's. "There are 
people who have been 
raised all their lives to 
think a certain way. 
There were people when 
I was growing up who had 
perceptions about Black 
people because that's 
what they had always 
heard. I can't believe if 
we were passing a human 
rights ordinance pertain¬

ing to Black people that 
any of us would be re¬ 
ceiving those kinds of 
telephone calls." 

Silver agreed. 

"Many people do come up 
in the world with a tre¬ 
mendous amount of 
prejudice against homo¬ 
sexuals, most of it be¬ 
cause they've rarely met 
anybody they know was 
Gay, and if they did, did 
sq under circumstances 
they thought were very 
unfortunate." 

Supervisor Ella Hill 
Hutch said, "Because a 
few Gays engage in aber¬ 
rant behavior, that does 
not apply to the whole 
Gay community. I do not 
share that fear." 

Harvey Milk, the 
city's first upfront Gay 
supervisor, touched all 
points: "Within the Gay 
community there are 
criminal elements, just 
as there are in every 
group of people in this 
world. The time has 
come not to judge Gay 
people by their criminal 
aspects but by their 
leaders . . . Bring into 
the system those people 
who are locked out. 
Every single minority 
who has at one time or 
another been locked out 
became a great asset to 
society after they were 
brought in." 

Now, in addition, 
Gay people have protec¬ 
tion against discrimina¬ 
tion in private employ¬ 
ment, rental and reed 
estate transactions, and 
public accommodations 
such as restaurants. 
Those categories parallel 
the U.S. Civil Rights Act 
of 1964, which still ex¬ 
cludes homosexuals. 

Now Gay people 
who suspect discrimina¬ 
tion may, within one 
year, appeal to the city's 
Human Rights Commis¬ 
sion and also engage in 
civil court action. 
Favorable decisions 

could force a violator to 
pay attorney's fees, lost 
wages, and other dam¬ 
ages. 

WHITE SWITCHES 

Supervisor Dan 
White cast the only dis¬ 
sent in the bill's 10-1 
first passage March 20 
(the City Charter re¬ 
quires 2 votes). He 
changed his earlier vote 
*as chair of the Fire Safe¬ 
ty & Police Committee, 
which unanimously 

recommended the bill 
after hearing preponder¬ 
antly favorable testi¬ 
mony. 

White said in com¬ 
mittee, "The sooner we 
leave discrimination in 
any form behind, the 
better off we'll be." 
After his position was 
widely reported, he got 
calls from his District 8 
constituents concerned 
about "required" hiring 
of Gay teachers in pri¬ 
vate schools. 

White then re¬ 
marked to the full Board: 
"When you have a 
change, it's counter- 

f roductive when you 
orce it on people. Gays 
throughout the state 
represent a very small 
minority. YOu nave to 
educate those people 
who disagree with you. 
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White represents 
the most socially con¬ 
servative supervisorial 
district in San Francisco 
— Visitacion Valley and 
the Excelsior, just north 
of the Cow Palace. 
Helen Fama, one of 
White's 1977 opponents, 
told B.A.R. that the 
anti-Gay-teacher Briggs 
Initiative would have a 
50-50 chance in the area. 

White and Board 
President Dianne Fein¬ 
stein used the first hour 
of a two-hour debate to 
try to kill the bill on 
technicalities. White 
wanted the bill sent back 
to his committee, claim¬ 
ing he was earlier un¬ 
aware of "substantial" 
objections by City Attor¬ 
ney George Agnost. 
(Agnost had said the 
biffs remedies — includ¬ 
ing injunctions — fell 
within the jurisdiction of 
state courts only, which 
city legislatures cannot 
affect through law. 
Neither in committee 
nor in session did the 
Board ever address that 
position.) White never 
got a second to his 
motion to re-refer. 

Feinstein felt 

certain the state's Fair 
Employment Practices 
Act restricted cities 
from legislating in pri¬ 
vate employment — the 
reason she did not in¬ 
clude it in her 1971 Gay- 
protection bill. A

SUPERVISORS MILK 
AND SILVER DO NOT 
ALWAYS AGREE — BUT 
THEY ARE RECEIVING 
MORE BOARD SUP¬ 
PORT

Carol Ruth Silver 
and Harvey Milk, the San 
Francisco Supervisors 
with The most solid Gay 
community backing, have 
reversed a January trend 
and are now winning 
more Board votes than 
they are losing. 

In March, however, 
Silver showed signs of 
being slightly more mod¬ 
erate than Milk. Con¬ 
sequently, in the first of 
four quarterly surveys of 
Board votes planned by 
B.A.R. this year, Silver 
takes the edge in being 
on the prevailing side 
more often. 

B.A.R. has selected 
20 votes since the Jan. 9 
inaugural that appear 
indicative of how the 
new Board stands on Gay 
issues and other vital 
city concerns. Silver has 
been on the winning side 
of 14 of them; Milk has 
prevailed on 12. 

The two most lib¬ 
eral Supervisors, with 
colleague Bob Gonzales, 
led the way last week in 
passing the historic 
Human Rights Ordi¬ 
nance, protecting Gay 
people in nearly all in¬ 
stances of public and 
private employment, 
housing and accommoda¬ 
tions. 

Milk and Silver 
split on four issues in the 
survey. 

Silver (with Ella 
Hill Hutch) last Monday 
changed her swing vote 
and removed from the 
June 6 ballot a charter 
amendment that would, 
if passed, have guaran¬ 
teed binding arbitration 
and collective bargaining 
for police and firefight¬ 
ers m wage negotiations. 
The city presently for¬ 
bids strikes and operates 
under a rigid pay form¬ 
ula, from the wake of 
the 1975 police and fire 
strike, which averages 
salaries in other Bay 
Area counties. Scrap¬ 
ping that system is con¬ 
sidered dear to organized 
labor. 

Silver based her 
position of three weeks 
earlier on "misinforma¬ 
tion" about the stand of 
the Police Commission 
on the proposal. She is 
now aware of Commis¬ 
sion opposition. A lobby¬ 
ing point against collec¬ 
tive bargaining is that it 
would make Jerry Crow¬ 
ley. head of the Police 
Officers Association, de 
facto chief of police. 
Milk implored that a 
vote not be changed on 
the basis of "personali¬ 
ties." 

Milk in February 
supported a defeated 

g rocedure to allow the 
oard president to ap¬ 
point temporary 

committee-member re¬ 
placements when regular 
members are absent. 
Cancellations of com- 


.mittee meetings that 
result for lack of this 
rule, Milk asserted, were 
frustrating the public. 
Silver accepted the con¬ 
tention that the rule 
change would tempt 
supervisors to evade 
responsibilities. 

Milk supported, and 
Silver opposed, an unsuc¬ 
cessful move to obligate 
employers of five or 
fewer persons to the new 
Human Rights Ordi¬ 
nance. The only time in 
the survey when Milk 
won as Silver lost was in 
January with the passage 
of the stiff wild-animal- 
control law. 

Using Milk as the 
paradigm, here are 
twenty comparisons.

Elaine Noble 
Enters Race for 
U.S. Senate 

BOSTON - Elaine Noble, 
Lesbian state repre¬ 
sentative from Massa¬ 
chusetts, announced that 
she is in the U.S. Senate 
race to defeat incumbent 
Republican Edward 

Brooke. Her first chal¬ 
lenge will be to win the 
statewide Democratic 
primary election on 
September 19* 

Noble's immediate! 
problem is to raise 
money to overcome 
Brooke's large warchest. 

The decision by 
activist Noble came 
after she decided not to 
oppose her longtime 
friend, Rep. Barney 
Frank, whose state dis¬ 
trict was merged with 
Noble's. 

Controversy has 
arisen lately around 
Noble as a number of 
Boston Gay activists 
assert that she has 
moved out of the liberal 
ranks and become more 
conservative in her at¬ 
tempt to form a larger 
constituency and, as 
Noble sees it, become 
more realistic about 
passing legislation. 


BACABI “Recruits” and 
Educates for Anti-Briggs Drive 


Assemblyman Art 
Agnos and Supervisor 
Harvey Milk have of¬ 
fered two methods — 
organization and educa¬ 
tion — to defeat the 
anti-Gav-teacher initi¬ 
ative which may qualify 
in four weeks for the 
November ballot. 

Both officials dealt 
with complaints that Gay 
people are largely talk¬ 
ing to themselves in 
denouncing the measure 
sponsored by state Sen. 
John Briggs (R - Fuller¬ 
ton) — as in the Speakout 
March 17 of the Bay 
Area Committee Against 
the Briggs Initiative 
(BACABI): The Speakout 
drew 300 participants. 

Milk told that audi¬ 
ence, "I am here to re¬ 
cruit you." Creating an 
irony m the Briggs/Bry¬ 
ant "recruitment" 

charge, Milk illustrated 
that internal work is in¬ 
complete in rallying Gay 
resources to stop Briggs. 
"There are more people 
lined up for an Elizabeth 
Taylor movie at the 
Castro Theater than are 
here tonight," he said. 

Meanwhile, Agnos, 
originally scheduled^ for 
the San Francisco event, 
was addressing instead 
an audience in Orange 
County about the danger 
the Briggs Initiative 

f oses to all civil liber¬ 
ies. Thus a non-Gay 
shouldered the immense 
educational task required 
in the state's conserva¬ 
tive areas to defeat the 
measure. 

Human Rights 

Commissioner Enola 
Maxwell expressed 

fatigue to the BACABI 
audience for having to 


gather once more to up¬ 
hold human rights. 'If 
the constitution didn't 
say liberty and justice 
for all, we could be at 
home resting, because 
we would know it's liber¬ 
ty and justice for a few 
. . . Injustice is profit¬ 
able for some people. I 
suppose that's why they 
work so hard at it. 

David Fishlow, 
local executive for the 
American Civil Liberties 
Union, said the Briggs 
Initiative "is not a 
straight vs. Gay issue. If 
we want teachers to im¬ 
prove kids' minds, they 
must know what freedom 
is. If they can be thrown 
out, they can't do the job 
that must be done." 

The Rev. David 
Rankin of the First Uni¬ 
tarian Church accused 
the anti-Gay. forces of 
using "a mask of religion 
to hide their hatred and 
bigotry." 

Monsignor James 
Flynn, chair of the Arch¬ 
diocese's Commission on 
Social Justice, said he 
makes no apology for 
where the church has 
been on homosexuality. 
Nevertheless, "Catholics 
have among them biased, 
prejudiced, ill-informed 
people as do other seg¬ 
ments of our society." 
But with Briggs, "we are 
talking about traditional 
Catholic morality re¬ 
garding the rights of 
people, and homosexuals 
should not suffer from 
prejudice against their 
basic human rights." 

Arnold Townsend 
of the Western Addition 
Project Area Committee 
(WAPAC) endorsed 

BACABI because "I look

Lee Brightman of 
the American Indian 
Movement contended, 
"Homosexuals have al¬ 
ways had a place in 
American Indian society. 
We've always accepted 
them." 

Sylvia Weinstein of 
the National Organiza¬ 
tion for Women (NOW) 
declared, "The Briggs 
Initiative is designed to 
make students spies on 
teachers" and thus would 
"demoralize the whole 
school system." 

Josette Mondanaro, 
referring to a letter Gov. 
Jerry Brown used as a 
pretext to fire her as a 
state health director, 
quipped, "I think of 
swearing when I think 
about tne Briggs Initi¬ 
ative." Then she was 
serious: "To put obscene 
words above obscene 
actions is to show a 
moral bankruptcy on the 
part^of^this government." 

Nepon Loses, 
Milk Campaigns 
in Chicago 

CHICAGO - Gary Nepon 
has lost his bid to be¬ 
come a member of the 
Illinois House of Repre¬ 
sentatives. The upfront 
Gay candidate sought an 
Independent Democratic 
seat in the 13th District. 

Danny O'Brien 
(23,000), Jesse White 
(25,000) and the incum¬ 
bent (19,000) placed over 
Nepon (5,000). Local 
Chicago Gay activists 
rallied: together in sup¬ 
port of Nepon, who be¬ 
came a symbol of politi¬ 
cal Gay power in this 
city. 

Harvey Milk, SF 
Supervisor, flew to 
Chicago to speak at a 
Nepon fund-raiser. He 
spolke at a benefit dinner 
that "A victory for Gay 
liberation is a victory for 
all." and joked, "In Gay 
softball, we have four 
strikes before you’re 
out." 

Milk told the 
Chicagoans, "I speak out 
and it does NOT hurt the 
Gay movement. I was 
not supported by the 
self-appointed Gay lead¬ 
ers in San Francisco, but 
I won anyway. If one 
person has the courage 
to stick his/her neck out 
on the line, then he/she 
will be criticized from 
within. 

"People are more 
than just buildings. I've 
come here tonight be¬ 
cause I'm proud of my¬ 
self, and I'm proud of 
Gary Nepon. People 
need hope." 

Although Nepon's 
loss was substantial 
statistically, many local 
activists were pleased 
that his candidacy rallied 
Gay people to a political 
cause. 


Fired Gay 
Teacher Speaks 
Out in SF 

James Gaylord, 
former Tacoma high 
school teacher, has been 
visiting in the San Fran¬ 
cisco area to further ex¬ 
plain his position on Gay 
teachers and to speak 
out against the Briggs 
Initiative. He told a 

S ress conference at the 
oard of Education 
building that the U.S. 
Supreme Court decision 
which allowed his dismis¬ 
sal as a teacher was 
unjust. 

Gaylord said that 
the injustice was that 
after 13 years of teach¬ 
ing he was denied his 
professional standing 
merely because of his 
status. He was never 
accused of any illegal 
act. He was guilty of 
admitting that he was 
Gay. He did this only 
after he was approached 
by an administrator on 
the subject. 

A former Tacoma 
High student had a 
mental breakdown and 
while in the hospital he 
discussed his homosexu¬ 
ality with a police 
officer. During the con¬ 
versation, the student 
revealed Gaylord's name 
and said that he "knew" 
THAT teacher was Gay. 
(Gaylord will not reveal 
the name of the student 
because he feels empa¬ 
thy for the student in his 
present mental state.) 

In a reference to 
the proposed Briggs Initi¬ 
ative, Gaylord said, "Let 
us hope that our 
democracy will work as 
it's supposed to, by draw¬ 
ing on the collective 
intelligence of people, 
rather than on a collec¬ 
tive ignorance that 
places welfare and rights 
of minorities in the 
hands of a mob. That 
mob might be in the 
streets, but it's more 
likely to be marching to 
the bolls to put someone 
else s rights on the 
executioner's block." 

He cautioned that 
the passage of the Briggs 
Ihitiative would be a 
backward step -- which, 
if taken, could just be 
the beginning of a wide¬ 
spread retreat." 

When asked about 
his future, the novice 
Gay activist said that he 
would like to continue to 
teach but that he does 
not like the thought of 
leaving Washington 

state. He currently 
holds a part-time posi¬ 
tion with a Gay group in 
Seattle. 

London “Gay 
News” Editor, 
Guilty 

LONDON - Anti-Gay 
crusader Mary White- 
house's suit against the 
local GAY NEWS con¬ 
tinues to be effective. 
The Appeal Court here 
has dismissed an appeal 
attempt by its editor, 
Denis Lemon, against 
convictions tor blas¬ 
phemous libel. 


The paper and its 
editor were convicted on 
July 12, 1977, of "unlaw- 


libel of Christianity, 
poem by English Litera- 


Whitehouse told 
the press that she was

fully and wickedly" pub- the jury s verdict was up- 
lishing a blasphemous held. The jury repre-

Many appeals and 
benefits have been con¬ 
ducted to assist GAY 
NEWS with its legal fees. 

Lemon said that he 
was pleased to be re¬ 
lieved of the prison term 
but that the fine made 
"this a very sad day for 
freedom of speech."

MIAMI - The Florida 
Supreme Court has ruled 
that an openly Gay at¬ 
torney may practice law 
in this state. The deci¬ 
sion is considered a land¬ 
mark ruling — possibly 
the first in the United 
States — since it de¬ 
clares that a nexus (a 
direct relationship) must 
be shown as to now am 
attorney's revelation 
that he/she is Gay has 
any bearing on the 
ability to practice law. 

The ruling was in 
the case of Robert 
Eimers, who in 1976 
attempted to move his 
law practice from Cali¬ 
fornia to Florida. Some¬ 
one in California in¬ 
formed the Florida Bar 
Association in advance 
that Eimers was Gay. 
While the attorney did 
not deny that he was 
Gay, he did not admit to 
any specific sex acts, 
which are illegal in 
Florida. The high court 


indicated that had he 
admitted that he en¬ 
gaged in such acts its 
ruling might have been 
negative. 

A spokesman for 
the American Bar Asso¬ 
ciation stated that the 
subject of a person's 
sexual practices is sel¬ 
dom discussed in consid¬ 
eration for the Bar. In 
California the issue is 
resolved as the state bar 
accepted Gay people in 
its ranks some years ago 
at the urging of Attorney 
Earl "Rick" Stokes. 

Terry DeMeo, an 
American Civil Liberties 
Union attorney who rep¬ 
resented Eimers, stated, 
"What happened, in the 
past in Florida is that 
applicants simply lie 
about it if the question 
comes up because of 
blackmail or extortion. 
Too much was at stake, 
and they were not willing 
to risk careers to come 
out of the closet." 

The new Florida 
ruling, DeMeo said, 
means that a homosexual 
will be considered in 
good moral standing un-

Considering the 
overwhelming 6-1 deci¬ 
sion by Florida's highest 
court, it is questionable 
whether the Florida Bar 
would appeal. 

Anti-Gay Attack 
by San Diego 
Area Mayor 

VISTA - The out-going 
mayor of this small bed¬ 
room" retirement com¬ 
munity has publicly 
branded Gay people as 
"misfits" who are un¬ 
worthy of civil rights. 
He was supported by the 
town council, which is 
now considering an 
ordinance which could 
put PLAYBOY magazine 
under the counter in 
newsstands. 

Tfie San Diego 
County Human Relations 
Commission had re¬ 
quested that Vista and 74 
other towns in the coun¬ 
ty give their positions on 
Gay rights. The commis¬ 
sion is considering an 
extension of its scope to 
include Gay people as. 
legitimate complainants. 
Only nine cities respond¬ 
ed to its survey. 

"I will oppose any 
legislation which' would 
suggest recognition of 
so-called 'Gay rights' or 
add credence to that way 
of life," Mayor Tracey 
told the Vista council. 
He added, "Please be 
advised that our little 
city is already happy and 
gay." 

Orbee Mihalek, a 
council member, said 
that he was alarmed at 
the "decline of morality 
in this country, sending 
us in the same direction 
as the Roman Empire." 

One of the fears 
expressed by council 
members was that up¬ 
front Gay teachers would 
be hired under a liberal 
commission position on 
rights. 

"Most of the people 
in San Diego have no 
problem with Gay rights 
legislation," commission 
analyst Fred Tinkler 
reveals. A local survey 
revealed that 68% 
favored employment 
rights for Gays. 

Area clergy are 

g enerally favorable to 
ray rights, according to 
Tinkler, although not 
approving of trie life¬ 
style. An exception is 
the San Diego Evangeli¬ 
cal Association of South- 
which 


ern Baptists 


finances local campaigns 
to defeat pro-Gay legis¬ 
lators. 

Referring to the 
discussion of Gay teach¬ 
ers, Tinkler said that 
probably most homosexu¬ 
al applicants would lie 
about their sexual pref¬ 
erence. Although the 
San Diego School Dis¬ 
trict does not ask "sexual 
preference" questions of 
prospective local teach¬ 
ers, it does ask such 
questions of out-of¬ 
county applicants. All 
prospective employees 
must fill out a health 
form that asks about 
sexual "tendencies." 


Vista recently has 
also been involved in an 
anti-pornography cru¬ 
sade. Some of its 30,000 
citizens demanded that 
the town council ban a 
recent NEWSWEEK mag¬ 
azine which had a low- 
cleavage photo of 
actress Suzanne Somers 
on its cover. 

The Vista Citizens 
for Decency said that 
sexually explicit maga¬ 
zines are being displayed 
next to candy counters 
where children congre¬ 
gate. It is asking the 
council to pass an ordi¬ 
nance which would put 
all magazines and news¬ 
papers under the counter 
if a partially or fully 
disrobed person is on the 
cover. 

Brian Sesko, who 
heads the Decency 
group, said that "if 
people want the crimes 
in tnis town to go down, 
the rapes to go down, 
they've got to do some 
cleaning. He also be¬ 
lieves that children see 
the "pornographic" mag¬ 
azine covers and that 
they "don't know what to 
do with certain stimula¬ 
tions. They can't talk 
about it at home, so they 
talk about it on the 
street." 

B.A.R. has learned 
that the extensive con¬ 
cern over homosexuality 
and pornography by the 
Vista council created 
more than normal inter¬ 
est in that the town is 
primarily a "retirement 
village" for senior citi¬ 
zens. 

Activist Receives 
Back Ray in 
Houston Firing 

HOUSTON - Gary Van 
Ooteghem, 36, was dis¬ 
missed from his job as 
Assistant in the County 
Treasurer's office. He 
appealed. The reason he 
was fired, he claims, was 
that he had spoken out 



for Gay rights -- as a 
Gay person -- at a Coun¬ 
ty Commission hearing 
on a homosexual rights 
ordinance. That was in 
1976. 

Federal District 
Judge Ross Sterling has 
now re-instated Van 
Ooteghem and ordered 
the payment of 2 years 
back pay. The activist 
was receiving $27,000 a 

? ear. He said that the 
ired employee had been 
denied freedom of 
speech under First 
Amendment guarantees 

Harris County 

Treasurer Hartsell Gray 
re-stated his case that 
the man's homosexuality 
was not the basis for the 
firing. He said, "We're 
going to appeal it. His 
homosexuality was ir¬ 
relevant." 

Van Ooteghem said 
he welcomed the pros¬ 
pect of appeal to the 
Circuit Court of Appeals 
in New Orleans. He said, 
"We're hoping they're go¬ 
ing to go ahead and 
appeal even though we 
won, because the higher 
it goes the more impact 
it will have on other Gay 
people ... You have a 
right to live your private 
life any way you want 
and it has no bearing on 
your business or proles 
sional life. I have a right 
to speak out." 

Gray said, "Our 
policy in this office is 
clear. What you do in 
your private life is your 
business. But leave it at 
home ... If an employee 
appears anywhere and 
says anything while on 
duty as a deputy county 
treasurer, he will do so 
with my prior permission 
or he will be setting him 
self up to be fired. 


Being Single 
Cannot Affect 
Auto Premiums 
— in M’chusetts 

BOSTON - The marital 
status of an insured can 
no longer be considered 
in determining auto¬ 
mobile insurance rates in 
Massachusetts. The 

State Insurance Commis¬ 
sion has ruled that single 
people cannot be given 
higher rates than mar¬ 
ried people and that 
marital status may not 
be a subject of insurance 
company inquiries. 

Forty witnesses 
testified at a commission 
hearing here over a 24- 
day period. Testimony 
included a statement 
from Tom Whelton of the 
Alliance of American 
Insurers ? who said, "This 
change is contrary to the 
economic realities of the 
insurance business. It 
substitutes a system of 
uniform rates for the 
previous competitive 
rates." Whelton had con¬ 
tended that single people 
were more of a risk and 
thus should receive high¬ 
er rates. 

The decision also 
dropped company consid¬ 
erations based on sex and 
age. The only standard 
now permitted is driver 
performance.

It sounds nice: roll 
back property taxes and 
forbief increases, so the 
little homeowner can get 
a decrease of thirty to 
forty percent in property 
tax.

break be passed along by 
the property owner to 
tenants of the property. 
And as is patently clear 
to all renters (and over 
75% of San Franciscans 
are renters) no landlord 
is going to pass along 
those savings.

largest property owners 
ana property taxpayers, 
will correlatively get one 
of the biggest tax reduc¬ 
tions.

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local government — that 
means the City and 
County of San Francisco 
— experiences a sharp 
decrease in revenues: A 
large portion, approxi¬ 
mately 70%, of the San 
Francisco budget in¬ 
cludes federal and state 
subvention. What does 
the property tax pay for? 
It pays all firemen. It 
pays all policemen. It 
supports the museums. 
It fixes non-highway 
streets and it maintains 
Golden Gate Park. It 
matches state and fed¬ 
eral grants for public 
schools, the community 
college, arts and humani¬ 
ties. It pays for the 
public defender, the 
courts, the city attorney, 
the executive and legis¬ 
lative arms of local gov¬ 
ernment. 

If the Jarvis Initi¬ 
ative passes, these serv¬ 
ices stand fair to be cut 
in half. Or the State 
Legislature will come to 

the rescue with in¬ 
creased income taxes or 
sales taxes. These in¬ 
creased taxes will fall on 
landlords and renters 
alike, creating in some 
cases a double burden 
and in others a double 
benefit. 

Property tax re¬ 
form is important. Too 
important to use to give 
windfalls to a small seg¬ 
ment of the population 
at the expense of the 
rest of us.

The New Board 
A Closer Look

Nearly three 

months have passed since 
the Supervisors took 
office. From a Gay 
viewpoint, it is now clear 
who of the Board we can 
depend on and who we 
should keep an eye on. 

Our best friends on 
the Board are Harvey 
Milk, Carol Ruth Silver, 
and probably John Moli- 
nari. Others who have 
shown their concern for 
those problems are 
Gordon Lau, Bob Gon¬ 
zalez, and possibly Ella 
Hill Hutch. Also, usually 
there when we need him 
is Ron Pelosi, the Super¬ 
visor from the 11th Dis¬ 
trict. Pelosi prefers not 
to rock the boat but is 
sensible and tries to keep 
everybody happy. Lee 
Dolson, the conservative 
Republican from District 
9 > seems to be a man 
who (though thought 
would be anti-Gay) wants 
to be educated on our 
problems and lifestyle. 
And when this process is 
completed, by whatever 
means is necessary, 
Dolson might turn out to 
be of help. 

I have somewhat 
the same feeling about 
Dan White, the ex-cop/ 
fireman from District 8. 
I look at White, however, 
as somewhat of a ques¬ 
tion mark. I was dis¬ 
mayed and annoyed that 
White (who I had been 
assured by some of his 
Gay friends was sympa¬ 
thetic to our cause) was 
the only member to vote 
against the new Gay 
rights ordinance last 
week. White explained 
his "NO" vote: A vast 
majority of people — Til 
use Roman Catholics, for 
example — have very 
strong beliefs." With 
many Catholics in his 
district, White played 
politician instead of 
leader. I would like to 
ask Dan White what he 
would think if those 
rights he would withhold 
from Gays were taken 
away from Catholics. 
Recently White said that 
while he was in the serv¬ 
ice he learned to live 
with and understand the 
problems of all kinds of 
people, or something to 
that effect. Yet he 
leads people to think he 
believes in the "live and 
let live" theory, but 
when it comes down to 
the bottom line he can't 
vote for the same rights 
for homosexuals that he 


would reserve for others. 
Oh, no, Mr. White, it is 
not enough to talk a good 
line to those Gays you 
have become acquainted 
with — the real test 
comes when the voting 
comes, and in that 
department you failed -- 
ana failed miserably. 

The two remaining 
Supervisors sure Quentin 
Kopp and Dianne Fein- 
stein, and therein lies 
our problem. Although 
both voted for the recent 
Gay rights ordinance, 
they both figuratively 
held their noses while 
doing so — especially 
Feinstein. I am so 
damned tired of listening 
to Dianne on her soapbox 
that I almost wish she 
had voted against the 
ordinance (as she wanted 
to) and spared us the 
morality lecture. Fein¬ 
stein said, "The right of 
an individual to live his 
lifestyle the way he or 
she chooses can become 
offensive . . . the Gay 
community is going to 
have to face this; there 
is a need to set up some 
standards; I don't want 
San Francisco to set up a 
backlash. If this city 
becomes an 'anything 
goes' city, a 'you can do 
your trip in the street' 
place ... it will be very, 
very hard." 

Damn, Feinstein, 
what about the hetero¬ 
sexuals! Only last 

Sunday Herb Caen re¬ 
ported three naked girls 
(heterosexual?) getting 
on a Powell Street cable 
car — a clear case of 
Feinstein's example of 
"you can do your trip in 
the street," yet to date I 
haven't read that Dianne 
has condemned that inci¬ 
dent. But then I guess 
since they were straight. 
La Feinstein doesn't find 
that so offensive. Fein¬ 
stein continued, "One of 
the unfortunate parts of 
San Francisco's liberal¬ 
ism has been the encour¬ 
agement of sadism and 
masochism." Feinstein 
said that police have 
attributed 2 1 murders to 
these sex practices. She 
wondered whether a 
landlord, in abiding by 
the new law ? would nave 
to put iip with this con¬ 
duct. Well, again, the 
lady is either mistaken 
or a liar. I called In¬ 
spector Dave Toschi of 
Homicide after Feinstein 
made that statement and 
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asked him if her infor¬ 
mation was correct. He 
said it "sounded a little 
high" to him but that he 
would have someone 
check the statistics and 
call me back. Lt. Jack 
Jordan later called and

said her figures were 
"way off." He said he 
had checked back as far 
as 1975 and the most 
Gay murders they could 
directly attribute to the 
S&M scene was four. 

It is ironic that 
Feinstein has decided she 
doesn't need the support 
of the Gay community 
and has turned her back 
on that support slowly, 
but intentionally, over 
the past few years. 
When she first ran for 
the Board, she was popu¬ 
lar with Gay voters; and 
during her first run for 
Mayor, Feinstein was 
beneficiary of a great 
many more Gay votes 
than Alioto. 

She gave nearly the 
same spiel when the 
-uestion of closing Polk 
treet came before the 
board last October. 
Feinstein can, when she 
wants to, charm the 
birds out of the trees — 
and when in the company 
of Gay people, often 
does just that. She has 
begun to show her true 
stripes, however, and the 
Gay community cannot 
consider Dianne Fein¬ 
stein a friend any longer. 

Quentin Kopp is 
another who made 
friends in the Gay com¬ 
munity but has chosen to 
forsake them. Many 
times over the past 
couple of years, I have 
spent hours defending my 
support of Kopp. I think 
he is a brilliant politi¬ 
cian, and therein may be 
the problem. He is such 
a smart political animal, 
and he wants to be 
Mayor so desperately, 
that the Gay community 
may suffer for it. I still 
don't believe Quentin 
Kopp is anti-Gay, but he 
is running for Mayor and 
he must go after that 
redneck vote. That 
means giving up the Gay 
vote. If that is the road 
he wants to take, so be 
it. I have ad ways liked 
the man, but I cauinot 
ignore what has hap¬ 
pened. 

Consequently, I 
feel the same way about 
Kopp as I do about Fein¬ 
stein: the Gay commu¬ 
nity can cadi neither of 
them friends any longer.

SF Gay Center 
— One More 
Reprieve 

Harvey Milk and 
Carol Ruth Silver won a 
battle this week, but 
prospects are dim for a 
successful crusade to 
save the Gay Community 
Center at 330 Grove 
Street. 

Before the Board 
of Supervisors was a 
question that had the 
effect of letting demoli¬ 
tion proceed. Supervisor 
Lee Dolson provided a 
Milk-Silver motion to re¬ 
refer to committee its 
sixth vote, with the pro¬ 
vision that the item be 
back before the full 
Board within 30 days. 
That gave Milk a chance 
to certify whether funds 
are available, as 
claimed, to begin con¬ 
struction of the Per¬ 
forming Arts Center. A 
parking garage, proposed 
for the Gay Community 
Center site, is not per¬ 
mitted under past Board 
directives unless the 
PAC is a certainty. 

Milk wants the 
PAC garage built at 
Golden Gate and Vain 
Ness, which he says 
would require only 97 
paces etna 2 Vi minutes 
more walking time than 
the current proposal. 
But Margaret Brady of 
the Parking Authority 
replied that a report 
authorized by PAC pro¬ 
moters had concluded 
that arts enthusiasts 
would not walk more 
than two blocks. John 
Molinari expressed 

astonishment that "civic- 
minded promoters" would 
ignore a potentially 
cneaper alternative 
because of 97 paces.

Sugar-Coated 

Insults

There was a time, 
not so long ago, when 
Gay people were flat¬ 
tered by any mention of 
Gay doings in the public 
press. The straight 
world took so little 
notice of us that we 
were delighted to dis¬ 
cover that our existence 
was acknowledged, and 
even a put-down in a 
gossip column made us 
giggle with appreciation. 
Nowadays we don't need 
to be so self-conscious, 
so eager for any conde¬ 
scending nod in our 
direction. Time has 
altered things, and we 
have changed. 

Or have we? The 
condescending nods con¬ 
tinue, and it looks to me 
as if we go right on 
acting pleased that we 
are thought to be news¬ 
worthy. The newspapers 

F eriodically treat us to 
eature articles that 
often run to a full page 
and include pictures, 
that quote Gay people 
and so look authentic — 
and we fail to notice 
that they are full of un¬ 
substantiated speculation 
and innuendo, that they 
end up presenting only a 
straight viewpoint and 
perpetuate prejudice. 

The most common 
trick is to give us a 
spread about women 
entertainers and their 
Gay followers. This sub¬ 
ject seems to have a 
special fascination for 
newspaper editors — it 
doesn't fit their notion 
that Gay men hate 
women. There was an¬ 
other of these spreads, in 
the "Chronicle" on March 
13, pleasantly sugar- 
coated but with a full 

? [uota of insults nonethe- 
ess. 

For example, 

there's a statement by 
Grover Sales: "You'll 

never find jazz in a Gay's 
collection except in the 
most peripheral way." 
The reason? Jazz, Sales 
says, is "super macho" — 
the implication being 
that Gay men canT 
therefore identify with it 
because they just aren't 
masculine enough. This 
is an effective put-down 
because it reinforces the 
straight belief that Gay 
men are somehow part 
female. It also con¬ 
veniently overlooks the 
fact that many women 
are dedicated jazz fans. 
But the real problem 
here is that Sales offers 
no evidence to back up 
his statement. How does 
he know that Gay men 
don't own jazz records? 
Has he made a survey? I 
suspect that his preju¬ 
dice has made him leap 
to an unwarranted con¬ 
clusion: he takes a pro¬ 
prietary interest in jazz 
and doesn't want it 
sullied with homosexual 
interest. Obviously he 
has also failed to observe 
something I know from 
my own experience, that 


there are male jazz 
musicians who are Gay. 
But, of course, they don't 
fit into a "super macho" 
image as long as "super 
macho" means only 
heterosexual. 

There's also the 
humbug attributed to 
Zohn Artman, who is 
identified as "a Gay who 
is a kingpin in the Bill 
Graham organization." 
The idea is that Gay men 
have plenty of money to 
spend on entertainment 
because they "do not 
have families to support 
or educate." This claim, 
of course, can under¬ 
score the straight belief 
that Gay people are ir¬ 
responsible because they 
don t have children. It 
must have escaped 
Artman's notice that Gay 
people, unattached or 
otherwise, are legally 
considered to be single 
and therefore must pay 
more taxes than a good 
many straight people do. 
Gay people may or may 
not raise children (some 
do), but they help to edu¬ 
cate the children of 
straight people through 
the school taxes. Gay 
people rarely complain 
about this matter, but 
it's a fact of our lives. 

Is it true, in any 
case, that Gay people 
have more money for 
entertainment than 

straight people have? It 
looks to me as if there is 
as large a percentage of 
poor Gay people as poor 
straight people, and they 
suffer just as much from 
their poverty as anyone 
else. Try making this 
claim to Gay people who 
can't find jobs or who are 
denied promotion be¬ 
cause they don't fit into 
some personnel officer's 
notion of what consti¬ 
tutes "normal" family 
status. Surely there are 
a good many Gay people 
who don't spend much 
money on entertainment 
because they simply 
can't afford it. 


These newspaper 
articles seem harmless 
enough with their sugar- 
coating, but when the 
sugar-coating is peeled 
away, the insults remain 
insults. The articles are 
insulting because they 
transform superficial 
observation of a handful 
of Gay people into un¬ 
substantiated assertion 
about Gay people in gen¬ 
eral. I think we would do 
well to read these 
articles carefully. I 
think we also ought to be 
careful what we say to 
interviewers for the 
public print. Articles 
that appear in the 
straight press are de¬ 
signed for straight read¬ 
ers, and they are meant 
to reinforce the preju¬ 
dices of those straight 
readers. Experience 

should teach us to be 
more cautious. 


What these articles 
really tell us is that 
straight people want to 
be the ones to define and 
describe and explain us. 
This is the means by 
which they go on con¬ 
trolling our lives. If we 
allow ourselves to be 
flattered by publicity 
and pay no attention to 
what that publicity is 
really saying, we con¬ 
tribute to our own perse¬ 
cution. 

Anita: Crusade 
Cuts Income 

Anita Bryant re¬ 
ceived $5,000 from her 
recent appearance in 
Toronto and close to 
$15,000 for a Tucson 
rally, but this income 
went to her "Protect 
America's Children" 

campaign. How much 
money she receives in 
turn from PAC is un¬ 
known. 

The singer/activist 
says she has lost all of 
her non-religious book¬ 
ings. The prime reason: 
"Too controversial." At 
press conferences she 
blames the "militant 
homosexuals," saying 
that "they" have hurt her 
and her family. 

Bob Greene, Bry¬ 
ant's manager/husband 
has stated that there has 
been talk of placing their 
23-room mansion (with 
pool and grounds) in 
Miami Beach up for sale. 
He believes that their 
lifestyle must be reduced 
to live within a more 
meager income 

Last year, Bryant 
was booked for 80 non¬ 
religious singing engage ¬ 
ments at fairs and corp¬ 
orate meetings. She has 
no such bookings • this 
year and sings, instead- 
at religious association 
meetings and revivals, 
often taking her income 
from a pre-arranged per¬ 
centage of the collec¬ 
tions 

Bryant recently 
told a New York Times 
writer, "We were at the 
top of the list. Now 
we'll take what we can 
and praise the Lord for 
changing our direction 
But fll admit, this was a 
struggle for me, not to 
get bitter." 

At her most recent 
appearance in San 
Antonio, Texas, Bryant 
drew an enthusiastic 
crowd of 3,500. The 
Times commented that it 
was questionable as to 
how many had come to 
receive religious inspira¬ 
tion and how many had 
attended just to see a 
national personality. 

Mass mailings from 
her Protect America's 
Children plead for con¬ 
tributions over $25 to 
"continue my work" with 
no specifics as to what 
"work" is indicated. She 
also is receiving fees 
that she says she regrets: 
"I never used to charge 
religious groups. It hurts 
me to do it now." 

Bryant's largest 
source of income is tjie 
Florida Citrus Commis¬ 
sion which uses her in its 
orange juice commer¬ 
cials. Although her OJ 
income has remained 
stable, the Commission 


has added new stars to 
their commercials — an 
apparent move to phase 
out Bryant. Executives 
of the Commission have 
stated that Bryant is less 
effective today because 
she is seen as the "anti¬ 
homosexual crusader" 
rather than "the sunshine 
girl." . . . G.M

Taipei is not a Gay 
city. The Chinese there 
do not seem to be inter¬ 
ested in sex. Nonethe¬ 
less, Taiwan should not 
be excluded from an 
Orient itinerary. 

The China Airline 
flight, non-stop to Tai¬ 
pei, was nearly filled. I 
was one of a handful of 


non-Orientals traveling, 
and was fortunate to sit 
in the Blue Skies section 
of the plane reserved 
primarily for VIP's, busi¬ 
nessmen. and NO child¬ 
ren.- Since the flight 
takes over 13 hours.

passengers dehydrate 
easily. But the free 
drinks flowed abundant¬ 
ly. Two films helped 
pass the time, and effi¬ 
cient but not spectacular 
meal service kept one 
satisfied. Even though 
we departed San Fran¬ 
cisco at 2:30 in the 
afternoon, it was light 
for over the next fen 
hours or so ... playing 
havoc with the body to 
arrive 8:00pm local time 
while it is 4:00am San 
Francisco time. 

I checked into the 
Grand Hotel and was im¬ 
pressed. It lives up to its 
name. From the outside 
it looks like a giant 
Chinese temple. Inside, 
an enormous lobby with 
hand-carved ceiling, a 
super grand staircase. 
Elegant bedrooms and 
oversize bathrooms. 
Really GRAND! My bal¬ 
cony overlooked the hills 
which were teeming with 
people between dawn and 
8:30am. I walked into 
this wooded hillside be¬ 
fore dawn one morning, 
winding my way up 
strange trails, until I 
came to a temple where 
the Chinese were stop¬ 
ping off to say their 
prayers; then further on 
up into the dense shrub¬ 
bery where I began to 
hear grunts, shouts, and 
other strange noises. In 
the dim dawn I began to 
see figures slowly mov¬ 
ing in unusual positions. 
As the early morning 
brightened, I began to 
see more clearly the 
citizens of Taipei ’’work¬ 
ing out" in the hills. 
They come here before 
going to work to practice 
their shadow boxing, 
calisthenics, and shuttle¬ 
cock. Hundreds of little 
courts are cut into the 
hillside where they come 
out early in the day to 
exercise. 

As for the other 
hotels in Taipei: the Gay 


f uidebooks list the Para- 
ise Hotel, but I could 
not find it. The bars and 
lobbies at most major 
hotels, such as the 
Grand, the President, 
Taipei Hilton, and the 
Ambassador, as in most 
cities, will have the 
occasional interested 
businessman or horny 
tourist. A rather plain 
hotel, Roma, caters to 
the U.S. military and 
may be worth checking 
out. New Park may well 
be a rewarding explora¬ 
tion. 

* * * 

Bargain shopping is 

what the Orient is all 
about. But first window- 
shop at home at Cost 
Plus and camera, watch 
and jewelry shops and 
make notes of some 
items and prices that you 
want. Once in Taipei, 
window shop again at the 
Government handicraft 
shops and department 
stores. These shops do 
not bargain. Then you 
are better prepared for 
bargaining over prices in 
all the other shops in 
town. 

Taiwan is a small 
island, and the popula¬ 
tion of the major city, 
Taipei, is about 2 mil¬ 
lion. Taxis are probably 
the cheapest in the 
world, so getting around 
is no problem. Sight¬ 
seeing should include a 
visit to the National 
Palace Museum to see 
treasures of jade and 
scroll painting. Do not 
.miss the exquisite five- 
panel painting, One 
Hundred Stallions, by 
Lang Shih-Ning (Giu¬ 
seppe Castiglione). 

Restaurant recom¬ 
mendation: The Oriental 
dining room at the Grand 
Hotel. The Hama 

Restaurant for Mongoli¬ 
an barbecue or Kobe 
beef — sensational and 


conveniently located 
near the President Hotel. 

The climate is sub¬ 
tropical, and although 
the average temperature 
is in the 70's, it was in 
the high 50's when I was 
there in February. Rain 
is frequent in all seasons, 
and summer wear is best 
from April through 
November.

Right Wing 
Plagues Pro-Gay 
Republican 

Rep. John B. 
Anderson (R - Illinois) 
has been under constant 
attack by the political 
Right since he supported 
the right of Gay people 
to be included in the 
1977 legal aid bill. When 
he voted against an 
amendment by Rep. 
Larry McDonald, to deny 
poor Gays free legal aid, 
Anderson was placed on 
the lists of Richard A. 
Viguerie's computers. 
McDonald is a John Birch 
Society member, sup¬ 
ported by Coors family 
members. 

Viguerie sends out 
millions of pieces of mail 
each year via a comput¬ 
erized system that alerts 
the Right to his causes. 
(A recent mailing from 
Anita Bryant indicates 
that she may now be 
paying to use Viguerie's 
lists. Governor ueorge 
Wallace has raised 
millions of dollars with 
Viguerie's mailings.) 

Anderson is Chair 
of the House Republican 
Conference and is seek¬ 
ing re-election in Illinois. 
For two months he has 
been the target of a bliz¬ 
zard of letters from 
Viguerie's mail service in 
Falls Church, Va. They 
tell his constituents that 
he is "too liberal" and 
supports homosexual 
activists. 

When a roll call 
vote was demanded on 
the McDonald amend¬ 
ment, many legislators 
ran out the side door 
instead of committing 
themselves. Anderson 
stayed. Since then he 
has been harassed dailv 
by the Right. 

"It hurts," Ander¬ 
son told the Associated 
Press. "There is no ques¬ 
tion that it hurts." 

The third ranking 
Republican won the 
March 21 primary 
against Rev. Don Lyon, a 
heavily financed funda¬ 
mentalist supported by 
the Right across the 
country. He won handily 
. . . 43,000 to 27,000. He 
said, I hope that my 
victory will give encour¬ 
agement to moderates in 
my own party to stand up 
against the forces of the 
Right."

Toklas has come to be 
recognized as the lover/

After four days of 
smoke and soot and no 
water and everyone run¬ 
ning about chicken head¬ 
less — it was finally time 
to get away. 

The maiden ladies 
had tales to tell when 
they got to Paris . . . 
where Gertrude was 
waiting and Alice was 
willing.

Miss Alice Toklas of 922 O'Farrell St. 


Alice lived for her 
in life, and after the 
great one’s death in 
1946, she lived on and 
only to protect and pol¬ 
ish the reputation — the 
legend. Alice was the 
perfect mistress — and 
might well have been the 
perfect master. 

Alice was past 
thirty when in a Fiesole 
summer’s garden she 
consented to be Ger¬ 
trude's wife. And 30 of 
those first 31 years Alice 
spent in San Francisco. 
In and around what was 
respectable San Fran¬ 
cisco Alice twiddled 
those first thirty years 
. . . waiting for life to 
begin tomorrow. Once 
she went to Oakland. 
And once she wrote, "It 
was Papa who said that 
Td been born a day too 
late and had never found 
a way to catch up." 

In 1906 the city 
had shaken itself down 
and burned, and on Clay 
Street Alice buried the 
family silver in the back 
yard. Harriet Levy, 
Alice's best friend and 
next door neighbor, took 
the ferry to Sausalito. 
Alice went to Oakland to 
take a bath. 


And the gypsy-looked 
Jewess made it stick. 

* * * 

She was born to 
Ferdinand and Emma 
Levinsky Toklas April 30, 
1877, in her grand¬ 
father's house at 922 
O'Farrell Street. In the 
next day's San Francisco 
Chronicle, a modest an¬ 
nouncement reported the 
birth of Alice Babette. 

Her mother's 

family (German/Jews 
who "had joined the 
49'ers) had set up make¬ 
shift general stores in 
Jackson, Sutter Creek 
and Dry Town. The 
Levinskys soon owned a 
flourishing mine and a 
booming ary goods busi¬ 
ness. From the profits 
they moved to San Fran¬ 
cisco and lived once 
again in bourgeois re¬ 
spectability. 

Alice's father left 
Poland in 1865 for New 
York. A few years later 
he went West, stopped in 
San Francisco long 
enough to meet ana 
marry the 19 year 'old 
Emma Levinsky. He 
then began his own mer¬ 
cantile firm in Seattle. 
It too prospered, and he 


shuttled back and forth 
from San Francisco, 
where Emma and Alice 
remained. 


Alice led, as she 
was apt to repeat later, 
a gently bred existence. 
When she was old enough 
the Toklases sought out 
suitable private schools. 
They selected the best 
and the most progres¬ 
sive: first Miss West's 

School for Girls on Van 
Ness Avenue and later 
Miss Lake's. A baby 
brother, Clarence, ar¬ 
rived in 1887. 

In 1890 the 

Toklases moved to 

Seattle and they lived 
among the socially dis¬ 
tinguished and affluent. 
Alice attended Mt. 
Rainier Seminary and in 
1893 entered the music 
conservatory at the Uni-' 
versity of Washington. 
Alice had hope oF be¬ 
coming a concert pianist. 

The Toklas' 5-story 
brick department store 
was referred to as the 
"busiest and most profit¬ 
able in the northwest." 
The idyll ended when 
Alice's mother developed 
cancer, and her father 
returned the family to 
San Francisco, to a house 
at 2300 California 
Street. 

Alice's formal edu¬ 
cation ended; at eighteen 
she was required to keep 
house, caring for her 
•father and brother, tend¬ 
ing her dying mother.

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San Jose “Gay Week*’ Controversy Continues

Repercussions from the Gay Week contro¬ 
versy in San Jose continue to be felt by both the 
Gay community and the community at large, and 
the issue will undoubtedly influence local elections. 

As reported in the SOUTH BAY CHRONICLE, 
the Gay Pride Week resolution originally adopted 
by the City Council in February was rescinded on 
March 14, and a substitute resolution for a Gay 
Human Rights Week was adopted in its place. - 

The title change was suggested by Council¬ 
man A1 Garza, following assurances from funda¬ 
mentalist church leaders that Gay human rights 
were not in question and that the word "Pride" was 
the source of their pbjections. Garza obtained 
support for the substitute resolution from Mayor 
Hayes, Vice-Mayor Suzanne Wilson, and Council¬ 
man Jim Self in a conference shortly before the 
council meeting. 

Reverend Stan Roberts, minister of MCC, 
was contacted by the Mayor's office and gave his 
-tersonal approval to the change. Unfortunately, 
ue to time limitations, other members of the Gay 
community were left unaware of the plan to 
introduce a substitute resolution, and many walked 
out in anger when the Gay Pricie Week resolution 
was rescinded and were not in the council chambers 
when Councilman Garza introduced the Gay Human 
Rights Week resolution. 

Feedback from Gays and Lesbians is that 
almost all are happy with the change to Gay Human 
Rights Week, and many feel it is an improvement 
over Gay Pride. 

The conservative fundamentalists are not 
happy, however, and hooted disapproval when the 
Gay Human Rights Week resolution passed after an 
unsuccessful attempt to remove the word "Gay" 
from the resolution. It has become apparent that 
our opponents object not only to Gay Pride, but to 
any sort of resolution favoring human rights for 
Gay people. 

Rick Harrington of the Christian Citizens 
Against Gay Human Rights Week has vowed to 
force a recall of all four councilpersons who voted 
for the resolution. Letters and telephone calls are 
still needed from Gays and our allies, as our 
organized opposition has bombarded City Hall for 
several weeks. At last report, the fundamentalists 
were still serious about recall. - 

The SAN JOSE MERCURY NEWS, in its 
editorial column, has tagged the Gay Human Rights

surd Person Singular," 
now in the A.C.T. reper¬ 
tory at the Geary 
Theater, offers possibly 
the funniest two acts in 
years. Unfortunately, 
it's a three act play, and 
Ayckbourn's heavyhanded 
third act "message" is 
dreary to the extreme. 
But those first two acts 
. . . WOW! 

Ayckbourn takes 
dead aim on three 
couples — Jane and 
Sidney ; lower middle- 
class in every way (she 
lives to polish furniture; 
he's a social-climbing 
egotist); Ronald ana 
Marion, an older UDner- 
class couple who are 
used to each other as 
conveniences (she drinks; 
he fills time and space); 
and Eva and Geoffrey, an 
architect and his clinging 
wife (he cheats constant¬ 
ly; she contemplates sui¬ 
cide). Each act takes 
place in the kitchen of 
one of the couples at 
Christmas, last year, this 
year, and next. We see 
Sidney rise to fortune, 
Marion drink more and 
more, Geoffrey decline, 
and Eva become the 
strong one. In the first 
act, Jane and Sidney en¬ 
tertain; Jane gets locked 
out in the rain at her 
own party while Sidney 
shows his social hope¬ 
lessness. In Act Two, at 
Geoffrey and Eva's, ne's 
leaving her the next day, 
and Eva tries to commit 
suicide via anything 
handy. She's foiled every 
time by her unsuspecting 
guests. Barbara Dirick- 
son is hilarious without 
ever saying a word as the 
befuddled Eva, trying to 
write suicide notes that 
just keep getting torn up 
or thrown away. 

That terrible Act 
Three finds us at Ronald 
and Marion's; the power 
is off so Marion is hud¬ 
dled in bed with her 
bottle and Ronald is 
reading a spicy paper¬ 
back in the kitcnen. The 
act wouldn't be nearly so 
terrible if director Allen 
Fletcher would speed up 
the tempo and William 
Paterson would forsake 
his beloved "count 10 and 
speak" dramatic pauses. 
Paterson's Ronala is a 
bore, mainly because 
we've seen it so often 
before. And Ayckbourn, 
while a brilliant comedy 
writer, has trouble in the 
dramatic clinches, re¬ 
sorting to heavyhanded 
dialogue and overstate¬ 
ment. 

But for two acts 
the dialogue scintillates 
and the performances 
sparkle. Susan E. Pelle¬ 
grino is superb as the 
mousey Jane and Marrian 
Walters adds another 
gem of a performance as 
Marion. Daniel Davis 
opts for a broader style 
than the others, with m-

The only charac¬ 
ters of any spirit are 
Bernard, his daughter 
and Charles’ horsey 
fiancee. The rest are 
dull milksops. Fortu¬ 
nately, there are three 
excellent performances 
onstage at tne Alcazar — 
Kate Harper is electric 
as the daughter, Byron 
Jennings is firstrate as 
the wasted son Billy, and 
Jane Famulener works 
wonders as the fiancee. 
Vanya Franck is uneven 
as tne first wife, scoring 
fine moments early on 
but losing them increas¬ 
ingly in the second act. 
Claudia Cummings is 
dreadful as the second 
wife and David Crawford 
struggles valiantly to 
make something out of 
Charles. 

But over it all 
reigns Jack Aranson as 
Bernard. While Aranson 
was a magnificent Dylan 
Thomas, he does not 
relate to other actors on 
a stage, playing for an 
invisible mirror that only 
he can see. This leaves 
the other actors walking 
three steps behind re¬ 
spectfully carrying the 
baggage. 

The lighting is best 
left undiscussed, and the 
costumes are not 
credited; that’s a pity. 
I'd love to know how Miss 
Cummings portraying a 
dress designer managed 
to be saddled with the 
ugliest rag ever whipped 
up on a Singer.

Film: 

House Calls 

Charlie Nichols is a 
recently widowed doctor 
who decides to pursue a 
new career as a swinger; 
he meets a sharp- 
tongued patient named 
Ann, a divorcee who 
plays for keeps, and their 
ensuing romance pro¬ 
vides a most delightful 
film. 

Walter Matthau is 
a bejowled wonder as 
Charlie, fighting to keep 
his hospital from floun¬ 
dering under the senile 
direction of Art Carney 
and maintain a loose 
relationship with Glenda 
Jackson ... all at the 
same time. Matthau is 
gruffly endearing, and 
Jackson reveals a sly 
comic flair that surfaces 
too seldom in her career. 
It is also one of Art 
Carney's best perform¬ 
ances as the conniving 
head of the hospital who 
knows he’s senile but 
refuses to quit. Add 
Richard Benjamin as 
Matthau's medical confi¬ 
dante and you have a 
quartette of subtle 
comic performances 
under Howard Zieff’s 
adept direction that 
makes "House Calls" not 
a side-splitter but a 
smiling giggle that's good 
entertainment. With an 
intelligent script about 
middle-aged romance by 
Max Shulman and Julius 
J. Epstein, make a house 
call to the Coliseum 
Theater and just enjoy. 

Film: 

Straight Time 

Straight time is 
that period when an ex¬ 
convict tries to go legit 
after being released 
from prison. Dustin 
Hoffman portrays Max 
Dembo, wno ultimately 
freaks out and returns to 
his criminal ways. Why 
Max freaks out seems 


numerable mannerisms 
and twitches, but they 
work for Sidney, ana 
Davis gives us a compel- 
lingly Funny portrayal. 

As the lights 
dimmed on Act Two, I 
found myself wiping 
tears of laughter away; 
it's been a long time 
since a comedy grabbed 
me so consistently that 
the laughs came without 
letup. While Ayckbourn 
may be writing a play 
about six people that 
never touch, all absurd in 
their own ways, it is the 
barrage of sight gags and 
one-liners that sets his 
play far above the aver¬ 
age and makes for a rol¬ 
licking evening 
forced and contrived 
though it may be. 


Stage: 
Dear Daddy 

It is impossible to 
judge Denis Cannan's 
prize-winning British 
play "Dear Daddy" be¬ 
cause of the inept pro¬ 
duction now at the 
Alcazar Theater. Pos¬ 
sibly it is a literate work 
of style and substance 
when presented as an 
ensemble piece, but not 
as a tour de force for 
actor Jack Aranson, who 
plops himself stage 
center and orates tor 
two deadly-dull acts. I 
suspect tnat this play 
about a fading actor 
forced into a family re¬ 
union with three neurotic 
children and two wives 
(ex and current) would 


not generate much 
empathy or interest even 
if directed in focus. 

Director John 

Beary should nightly per¬ 
form a public Act of 
Contrition in the lobby 
during intermission; 

"Dear Daddy" has the 
distinction of being the 
worst directed show I 
have ever seen. That 
includes the PTA Follies.

Bernard is an un¬ 
employed actor, a su¬ 
preme egotist who reads

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weak: he finds a job, he 
gets a girlfriend, and 
w jl? n sadistic parole 
officer rides him too 
hard, Max returns quick¬ 
ly to the easy money and 
tast getaway. At first 
we are made to think 
Max really wants to go 
straight, but with this 
quick transition. Max can 
only be regarded as a 
three-time loser who 
would have reverted if 
an old lady on the street 
said Boo!" The motiva¬ 
tions are fuzzy at best. 
The remaining two-thirds 
of the movie trace Max's 
criminal career, which 
he relishes. 

"Straight Time" is 
a guidebook on how to 
commit a successful rob¬ 
bery. Dustin Hoffman, 
sounding like he just 
graduated from Harvard, 
is enigmatic as Max, and 
director Ulu Grosbeard 
keeps the tension taut. 
But I find nothing inter¬ 
esting about Max; he is a 
confirmed criminal who 
lives by the criminal 
code, and as such, he has 
all the appeal of watch¬ 
ing some punk rob your 
neighborhood grocery. 
You learn nothing about 
why Max is like this, so 
the underworld milieu of 
the smalltime thief is all 
you see. It is not par¬ 
ticularly exciting, Max is 
neither fascinatingly 
doomed nor remotely 
admirable, and whatever 
point author Edward 
Bunker was trying to 
make is distilled to a 
sleazy action film with a 
stone-faced leading man.

Interview: 


April Fool! It’s Anna Russell!!

You have to admire producers with a sense of 
humor; George Weingart is such a producer. On 
April 1st he will present the original April Fool, 
Miss Anna Russell, at the Masonic Auditorium in 
her one-woman evening of total foolishness. Miss 
Russell will dissect the world of opera, national 
anthems and fussy clubwomen with her hilarious 
humor. 


When you meet Anna Russell, she is exactly 
what you expect; she doesn't change from the 
concert stage to the living room. She tends to view 
the world with a slightly jaundiced eye, though 
there is always a merry twinkle lurking behind her 
startlingly blue eyes. Recumbent upon the sofa in 
a smart pants suit and clutching a glass of wine, 
she greets me with: "I'm a senior citizen since I 
last saw you! Now I can go to the movies for $1.50 
and ride the bus for a nickel. There's a lot to be 
said for it. But now, lovely, beautiful things of 25 
turn up and say 'Who the hell are you?!' Everybody 
I used to work for have all died; I just hope I make 
it through this tour." 


With her bagpipes sulking in the corner ("too 
many changes ot temperature lately, ya know"), 
Anna Russell gleefully describes her career from 
frustrated would-be operatic prima donna to con¬ 
cert comedienne — "How did 1 start? Oh ; my dear, 
some of it is very shame-making. The first time I 
did Wagner's 'Ring Cycle' I was almost drummed 
out of New York. You see, I followed Florence 
Foster Jenkins (a dilettante socialite who had an 
atrocious voice but gave operatic recitals for her

friends anyway), but she was considered potty so it 
didn't jeopardize people's status as serious concert- 
goers. But I was considered sane, so they were 
outraged ... I got expelled from the Royal College 
of Music (in England). I was a frustrated singer 
with a terrible voice, so I used to yodel on some 
notes and everybody howled with mirth. So I said, 
If everybody's going to laugh, I might as well make 
a buck on it!' It started out as revenge, but I 
eventually enjoyed it so much I just had fun. I was 
a soprano; I'm a bass now. I've got a loud noise. I 
had a fair voice years ago and then I went through 
the change (of life) and you either go dotty or your 
voice lowers. My voice dropped one full octave in 
one week. Now I can sing Sarastro in 'The Magic 
Flute' but never again the Queen of the Night." 

"I'm not all that unusual, you know. Nellie 
Melba was sort of a musical Auntie Mame. And I 
saw Tetrazini rehearsing the 'Caro Nome' from 
'Rigoletto'; she was big as a house and getting on. 
She was having some trouble, so she took out her 
teeth, handed them to the conductor, and continued 
singing, sounding beautiful. The people who sure 
uptight are the people who aren't very good at it." 

"I never rehearse; I open everything cold. 
You really can't do it without an audience; they're 
half the fun. This year I'm doing 'The Magic Flute': 
last time I was here two years ago, I did Tlabucco. 
Who has ever seen it? I'd had tickets four different 
times and each time it was cancelled and they put 
on 'La Boheme.' I’m rather sick of 'La Boheme, I've

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seen it 95 times. If my tiny hand is frozen one 
more time, I'm going to throw up! Oh, those 
consumptive operas. Mimi, Violetta and Manon; 
actually, Manon had VD but you're not supposed to 
say that." 

Since her last S.F. appearance, Miss Russell 
has done everything from entertaining^ on a 
Mediterranean cruise ship to performing in 'Daugh¬ 
ter of the Regiment' in Canada ("I did flamenco 
with castanets; after all that coloratura, it was a 
helluva change of pace!") to appearing at Town 
Hall. "Having been in Australia for eight years, 
which means you're practically dead, I heard this 
burst of applause about fifteen minutes before I 
went on ana they told me Montserrat Caballe was 
in the audience. T said, 'Who's Montserrat Caballe?' 
and they said, 'You ignorant bitch!' She came back 
with my album afterwards that she wanted auto¬ 
graphed. I was ever so flattered. Now we're good 
friends." 

Because of a contractual fight with a former 
manager, Miss Russell fled to Australia for 8 years 
to work (the agent had forgotten to get Australian 
rights to her; in a contract typo, she was prevented 
from working in Austria, but not Australia). "In 
Australia you have to do everything because they 
don't pay very much. I had my own radio show, I 
toured m 'A Little Night Music' as Madame 
Armfeldt, I was even a clown in a circus with a 
camel tethered to my trailer. I must tell you about 
that newly built Sydney Opera House they all rave 
about. Well, it's a fun house. You can do almost 
everything in it except opera. Put in the Folies 
Bergere and you've got it made. The opera has 
already pulled out of it. Disaster!" 

Several glasses of wine later ? I start to make 
my departure. But I can't resist asking Anna 
Russell if she finds it difficult to go forward with a 
straight face into the World? She grins and says, "I 
find myself behaving like the president of the 
women's club at parties. But I actually behave very 
well; you don't want to be socially hopeless. But I 
admit I have a bit of a laugh afterwards, some¬ 
times!"

Puccini was a 
master of musical fore¬ 
play. At two moments in 
MADAMA BUTTERFLY 
the audience can stand it 
no longer and usually 
climaxes in applause, 
drowning out the music 
and interrupting the flow 
of action. It always hap¬ 
pens in the same spots: 
at the end of Cio-Cio- 
San's entrance, and in 
Act II when she rushes 
onstage to present her 
child to Sharpless, the 
American Consul. A 
rare gem of a perform¬ 
ance — where restraints 
are clamped on the 
schmaltz and the drama 
stays intact — happened 
in San Diego last month. 
It was perhaps the most 
beautifully underplayed 
performance of BUT¬ 
TERFLY I have ever 
seen. 

Atsuko Azuma said 
in a program note that 
the composer made mis¬ 
takes. "Puccini wrote 
from his imagination. 
Butterfly is a Geisha but 
she comes from a good 
family. The Japanese 
never get married in a 
garden!" Her perform¬ 
ance was restrained and 
simple. It was not the 
coy caricature we often 
get that looks like a 
soprano imitating a cross 
between Minnie Mouse 
and Betty Boop in Geisha 
drag. The low-keyed 
approach let the audi¬ 
ence become an intimate 
part of the drama in a 
way that almost never 
happens. 

There were some 
changes: The opera was 


performed in two acts to 
strengthen the continu¬ 
ity. A handsome unit set 
was used (the best for 
this opera I have seen in 
years). Instead of crush¬ 
ing the daylights out of 
the cherry blossoms in 
the Flower Duet, Cio- 
Cio-San and Suzuki deli¬ 
cately placed them in 
wall receptacles 

mounted on the house 
supports. The audience 
was drawn into Butter¬ 
fly's small, fragile world, 
and her death became all 
the more poignant. Ms. 
Azuma's dignity and 
reserve served. her 
proudly in the second 
act. 

As Pinkerton, Rico 


Serbo was fine. Cio-Cio- 
San used her experience 
as a Geisha shrewdly in 
the first act love duet. 
By the time Pinkerton 
rolled around to "Vieni, 
vieni." it was obvious she 
had him begging for it. 
Making his American 
debut as Sharpless (and 
also as Ford in FAL- 
STAFF) was John 
Broecheler, a startlingly 
handsome baritone from 
the Netherlands. He is a 
fine musician and a deft 
actor. Capobianco 

knows how to picx them! 

VERDI 

FALSTAFF, alas, 
did not fare very well. 
The production was an 
old one borrowed from 
San Francisco Opera. It 
looked ragged and forced 
clumsy entrances from 
the wings. The ensemble 
(led by Nancy Shade and 
Muriel Costa-Greenspon) 
was willing and able 
enough, certainly anxious 
to please. But things did 
not mesh at all. The 
opera was performed in 
English, but Verdi does

Porter's translation for 
OTHELLO, and the text 
ended up getting 
butchered.

His English 
version of the Ring 
Cycle is nothing short of 
brilliant. 

With Shakespeare's 
poetry adapted into 
Italian, then translated 
back into English and 
sung, the original beauty 
of the language was lost. 
The result sounded like 
reading Cliff Notes. To

make matters worse: If 
you decide to sing the 
opera in English, it is 
ridiculous to nave Fenton 
and Nanetta sing their 
words of love to each 
other in Italian! An 
added problem was that 
John Broecheler (who 
sang Ford) apparently 
has a thick Dutch ac¬ 
cent. This turned his 
English into a parody of 
Count Dracula: "I vill 
get my revenge on him." 

In his first attempt 
at Sir John Falstaff, 
Spiro Malas showed 
strong potential. Work¬ 
ing against a sorry trans¬ 
lation and beset with a 
tacky production, even 
Tito Capobianco could 
not salvage the evening. 
The shame of it is that 
ten years ago Sarah 
Caldwell toured a bril¬ 
liant FALSTAFF with 
the American Opera 
Company. Hers was 
'mounted on a turntable 
and was one of the finest 
evenings of theater ever. 
If only it could be resur¬ 
rected!! 


PROKOFIEV 


Happily, San 

Diego's final production 
of the season was a com¬ 
plete triumph! 

Prokofiev's THE LOvE 
FOR THREE ORANGES 
is not the most melodic 
piece of music. Most of 
us are familiar only with 
the wildly bizarre march 
rhythms. Tito's fertile 
imagination was turned 
on full force, and the 
evening became an in¬ 
credible experience in 
musical fantasy. Visual¬

The cast (mostly 
rising American singers) 
performed with a great 
sense of fun and solid 
professionalism. As the 
villains, John Darren- 
kamp and Muriel Costa-

other acrobatics. Diane 
Curry was hysterically 
funny as the evil witcn 
Fata Morgana, and 
Joseph Evans was de¬ 
lightful as the Prince.

S ualified applicants, Dague was selected by the 
oard of Directors. He holds a Ph.D. ana is a 
licensed Psychologist with degrees from Stanford 
University, Texas Christian University, and the 
California School of Professional Psychology. 

Prior to joining the OC staff, Dague spent 2 
years at the Pacific Center for Human Growth in 
Berkeley where he developed their mental health 

g rogram. He was a clinical psychologist with the 
anta Clara County mental health program for 3 
years, and spent 2 years at Riordan High School as 
Director of Counseling. He has also had a private 
practice with both Gay and non-Gay clients. 

At OC, Dague provides therapy for indi¬ 
viduals and couples, crisis intervention, as well as 
being a leader in group therapy. He directs the 
other OC staff who are providing similar services 
for both men and women and families of Gays.

Although the contributions made by the Gay 
community through the many fund-raisers provide a 
vital portion of the operating expenses, OC must 
look to other sources for additional funding. Dague 
spends many hours writing grant proposals and 
searching out other sources oi income which will 
ensure the continuance of the current program and 
provide the opportunity for expansion to offer even 
more services. In addition, Dague handles the 
endless administrative and supervisory chores. 

Dague has been successful at OC and after 
six months states, "It has been an exciting, chal¬ 
lenging and full six months, and I look forward to 
the months ahead as being equally exciting and full 
of promise."

Ricky Stern, age 
twelve, confronts these 
contradictory urges when 
he meets Arvis Moore, a 
moody, impulse-ridaen 
nomad in his late twen¬ 
ties.

violence and half-ful¬ 
filled sex. 

We are provided 
with gripping portraits of 
Rickys unstable parents 
and the two police offi¬ 
cers who attempt to find 
Ricky and Arvis. Mike, 
one of the cops, is a 
closet Gay who struggles 
desperately to conceal 
his identity. He is 
threatened by the crime 
that Arvis Moore has 
committed. 

But the exchanges 
between Ricky and Arvis 
are both touching and 
chilling. This is no run 
of the mill seduction. 
Arvis is brutal, but grad¬ 
ually Ricky begins to 
gain the upper hand and 
a subtle power struggle 
deepens. The ending is 
revolting but riveting in 
its effect. 

When Arvis ad¬ 
vances on the boy, we 
understand how the lat¬ 
ter is torn by conflicting 
desires. At times he is 
drawn to Arvis, but re¬ 
pulsion is ever present. 
Author Ross Berliner (a 
pseudonym) paints what 
could well be a realistic 
picture in certain cases! 

* * * 

"Very slowly Arvis 
undressed the young boy 
until Ricky stood totally 
naked witn his back still 
toward the older man 
. . . Soon the room was 
still and Ricky felt the 
increasing heat as the 
man's body approached 
his. First he felt the 
rough hands lightly skim 
over his skin, causing his 
body to tingle reluctant¬ 
ly. Then the hands began 
stroking his tiny nipples 
until they firmed and 
hardened and began to 
hurt as Arvis rubbed and 
massaged each one deft¬ 
ly. And the hot excite¬ 
ment began to overtake 
the boy's reserve. The 
boy took several deep 
breaths as erotic floods 
swept over him . . . 
Ricky lay drifting in the 
semiconscious after 

moment of sexual re¬ 
lease, realizing that he 
had never experienced 


any sexual climax to 
equal the one he had just 
had . . . Ricky's mind 
drifted into unconscious¬ 
ness as he prayed for 
someone to find him and 
save him from himself." 


Some readers may 
find it impossible to be¬ 
lieve that a twelve year 
old boy would be so will¬ 
ing to stroll into the wild 
blue yonder with a 
strange adult. Others 
may be unconvinced that 
a homosexual policeman 
would so casually cruise 
a Gay bar. But, taken as 
a whole, the novel works 
a convincing magic. 

Mr. Berliner spe¬ 
cializes in adolescent 
medicine. He works as a 
physician and teacher, is 
married and has four 
teenage children. 

Hollywood will 
probably never touch 
"The Manhood Cere¬ 
mony" with a stick. The 
heat from the resulting 
controversy would be 


enough to scare any pro¬ 
ducer away. For Ricky 
undergoes the same bi¬ 
sexual emotions that 
tear at any adult who is 
challenged by their own 
inner feelings. There is 
no special plea here pro¬ 
moting the cause of the 
"chicken- hawk." We 
simply learn that the line 
between acceptable im¬ 
pulse and deeper yearn¬ 
ings is contused and 
weaves back and forth in 
time. No wonder Anita 
Bryant is upset! 

But the morbid 
subject is not treated as 
another "juice book." 
The strange relationship 
between Ricky and Arvis 
is beautifully counter¬ 
balanced by the positive 
portrait of Mike, the Gay 
cop. 

"The Manhood 
Ceremony" is engrossing 
and fast paced. Any 
discerning reader will 
easily be able to ride this 
story to the shattering 
conclusion.

"The Manhood 

Ceremony" by Ross Ber¬ 
liner is tne kind of book 
that gives fiction a bad 
name. It must have 
taken the author a lot of 
effort to write so badly. 
Such stiff, dead prose I 
haven't encountered in a 
coon's age. Here's a 
sample: 

"The tall, well- 
built young man pushed 
open tne heavy unmarked 
pale orange door easily 
and walked into the dark 
interior. The pulsing 
music immediately 

pounded in his ears. His 
eyes adjusted to the dim 
foyer. He walked sever¬ 
al feet to the few stairs 
that led upward into the 
main area. As he en- 
_ tered the high-ceilinged

V changing shadows over 
Q his long nandsome face." 

Author Berliner 
w ought to gather up all his 
^ adjectives and adverbs 
U and flush them down his 

Q office sink. Better yet, 
maybe he should stick to 
^ being a doctor. At least 
Q that 1 ! what the dust 
X jacket says the author is. 
[j He's not really a writer, 
X you see, but an "eminent 
0 physician" at an Eastern 
{* university. I hope he

treats his patients better 


than his readers, or he'll 
be sued for malpractice. 

The dust jacket 
also says that "Ross Ber¬ 
liner" is a pseudonym, 
and we're assured that 
this "eminent physician" 
is married and the father 
of four teenagers. Ap¬ 
parently somebody is 
worried we'll think this 
story about a child 
molester might com¬ 
promise the sexual iden¬ 
tity of the "eminent 
physician." 

Are we so far from 
liberated that authors 
and publishers still feel 
compelled to flaunt the 
heterosexuality of some¬ 
one who handles a touchy 
subject like this one? Do 
they still believe that 
only certified straights, 
medical ones at that, can 
handle "Gay" subjects? 
But then maybe the real 
reason the author used a 

S en name is to protect 
imself from those who 
might have to read this 
book. 

Every character in 
"The Manhood Cere¬ 
mony" is boring — from 
the 12-year-old kidnap 
victim to the Gay "ex¬ 
baseball player turned 
cop." Some writers have 
the gift of creating liv¬ 
ing characters; the 
author of this book has 
no gifts at all. The 
characters here are out 





















of junk fiction, fit for a 
made-for-TV movie: the 
"tired but still dedi¬ 
cated" cop, the "drunken, 

S ill popping" mother of 
tie boy,. the "adulterous, 
prematurely ejaculating" 
Father. Yuk! 5 


Even the basics 
like exposition are 
marred with heavy- 
handedness. Here is how 
we pverhear two Gay 
men in a bar discussing a 
third: B 


"I didn't know he 
was Gay." His voice was 
husky and surprised. 

"You never know. 
Anybody could be," was 
the cryptic, thick- 
tongued retort of his 
friend.

Whoever wrote the copy 
or the dust jacket gives 
the whole plot away 
before the reader can 
open the book and thus 
robs the reader of the 
little interest there is. 
He/she should be shot, 
too.) 

Most objectionable 
— this isn't a "Gay" book 
at all. It smells of being 
"created" (if that's the 
term) by outsiders from 
conception to finished 
product — right down to 
the picture of the naked, 
tied-up boy on the cover. 
In fact, I can see lurking 
behind it the old idea 
that child molestation is 
a particularly "Gay" 
problem and hence of 
special interest to homo¬ 
sexuals. But that's be¬ 
side the point here 
because this book is so 
wooden I couldn't even 
recommend it to a child 
molester, if I knew any. 

I read half of it and 
recommend that you 
don't read that much.
